COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

Tuts Theatre closed its doors for the season last evening; the enter- 
tainments were London Assurance, and Beauty and the Beast. Mr. Ma- 
thews delivered the following address which was much applauded : 

“‘ Ladies and Gentlemen—The last night of our season having ar- 
rived, I have taken upon myself tosay a few words at parting. The 
gratifying task of returning thanks for favors received has hitherto de- 
volved upon my wife, and it would, I am bound to believe, have been 
considered more agreeable had the practice been persevered in ; but since 
the performance of that pleasing duty has fallen to my lot I must do my 
best to discharge it, merely premising that as it is ‘ my first appearance in 
the character I hope for your usual indulgence.’ For ten seasons Mrs. 
Mathews has been in the habit of speaking for herself. It would be a 
hard case, indeed, if the exertions which she has made during those ten 
seasons did not now speak for her. That they have done so most effec- 
tually our present position in this theatre is a proof. Encouraged by your 
increasing patronage, we have renewed the lease of it for three years. Our 
second season here, although unaided by such extraordinary attractions as 
that which was ofiered during the first, by the reappearance of Mr. Kem- 
ble, has been more even in its course, and more uniform in its remuneration. 
We opened our doors three weeks earlier than last year, and we close 
them a week later, having played more than the usual number of nights. 
To-night, our last, is the 220th. Of thisnumber there have been de- 
voted to Shakspere &8—the revival of The Midsummer Night's Dream 
alone having been honoured with 59 audiences ; toBeaumont and Fletcher 
and Sheridan, 42, and, with regard to the dramatists of the day, it has 
been our gratification, in addition to various novelties by popular writers, 
including a play by Mr. Sheridan Knowles, to introduce to your notice a 
new candidate for dramatic fame, in the author of London Assurance, a 
comedy which has been stamped with your approbation 69 nights. 
The expensive manner in which we have put our plays, ancient and 
modern, upon the stage has certainly dipped deeply into our profits ; but 
we shall not relax on that account. Mrs. Mathews had the honour of 
beginning, at the Olympic, a system of minute attention to the accesso- 
ries of the stage until then unknown in British theatres. That she was 
right has been proved, first, by your applauding sanction during nine 
seasons of success at that Theatre, and subsequently by two at Covent 
Garden ; and next, by the necessity which others have felt of following 
in the same track. Without resorting, ladies and gentlemen, to anything 
in the shape of jockeyship, we openly took the lead in this respect when 
we started, and we mean, if we can, to keep it. With regard to next 
season, we shall preserve a most mysterious and melo-dramatic silence. 
Rumour, with her thousand tongues, will doubtless, as usual, be busy 
with our names, and every tongue will have a different plan to tell, all 
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kindly invented for us. We merely ask you, ladies and gentlemen, to 
honour us with a continuance of your confidence, and to believe nothing 
you may hear, except that we are grateful for the past, anxious and watch- 
ful for the future, aud at all times the faithful and zealous servants of 
the public. Ladies and gentlemen, until next season, in the name of Mrs. 
Mathews. our brother performers, and myself, I most gratefully and res- 
pectfully bid you farewell.”
